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Meeting the medical 
needs of local people

A PUBLIC meeting is 
being called in Lyme 
Regis to discuss the 
town’s medical provi¬ 
sion. 

NHS Dorset confirmed 
this week that they are or¬ 
ganising a meeting on 
Tuesday, January 31st at 
the Woodmead Halls with 
invited organisations and 
community groups. 

NHS Dorset will also 
take part in a further public 
meeting, to be organised 
by the Lyme Forward arm 
of the Development Trust 
to be held on March 8th. 

Full details on the meet¬ 
ing will be made available 


shortly on the NHS Dorset 
website (www.dorset.nhs 
.uk) 

The meetings to discuss 
medical issues in the town 
have been called following 
a period of uncertainty at 
the Lyme Regis Medical 
Practice culminating in the 
eviction of Dr Ian Conway 
after a long-standing dis¬ 
pute over the ownership of 
the building. 

Temporary cover 

Following the eviction 
Dorset NHS was forced to 
terminate his contract at 
the medical centre and Dr 


Forbes Watson, of the 
Lyme Bay Medical Prac¬ 
tice at Kent House, was 
engaged to provide tempo¬ 
rary cover until a perma¬ 
nent provider is found. 

The dispute over the 
ownership of the medical 
centre, settled in the High 
Court in favour of Drs An¬ 
drew Llewelyn and Lind¬ 
say Slater, split the town. 
More than 1,600 people 
signed a petition in support 
of Dr Conway being able 
to to stay at the medical 
centre. 

The medical centre was 
built with the help of pub¬ 
lic funds following the clo¬ 
sure in the 1980s of the 
Lyme Regis Hospital. 

A spokesman for Dorset 
NHS confimed that the 
town’s medical provision 
would be discussed at the 
meeting with community 
groups and at the Lyme 


Forward public meeting in 
March. 

The spokesperson for 
NHS Dorset said: "The up¬ 
coming meetings and en¬ 
gagement in Lyme Regis 
will allow us to ensure we 
are providing appropriate 
services that meet the 
needs of the local popula¬ 
tion. This is part of the 
normal engagement activ¬ 
ity which we undertake 
when reviewing services.” 

The spokesperson added 
that because of the early 


stage in planning the meet¬ 
ings it was not possible to 
confirm who would ad¬ 
dress the public on behalf 
of the NHS or the medical 
centre 

Mrs Shirley Williams, 
chairman of the League of 
Friends, which owns 
15 per cent of the building 
on behalf of the commu¬ 
nity, said she had not been 
informed about the meet¬ 
ing. 

But she welcomed the 
initiative providing that 


NHS Dorset had some¬ 
thing “worthwhile” to 
present to the people of 
Lyme Regis. 

She said: “The situation 
at the medical centre has 
been very upsetting and a 
lot of people were put in 
an impossible situation. 

“However, I am sure 
something postive will 
come out of this. I hope we 
can move forward and 
continue the excellent care 
the centre offers for the 
people of Lyme Regis.”

Road closure starting to bite 


LYME Regis town centre traders are brac¬ 
ing themselves for a quiet few weeks fol¬ 
lowing the closure of Church Street for 
urgent repairs to the Guildhall and The 
Hub youth club roof. 

Dorset County Council has agreed to a 
road closure order lasting eight weeks 
with traffic being diverted away from the 
town centre whilst the works are under¬ 
taken. 


Lyme Regis Town Council need the road 
closed for two weeks for damage to the 
Guildhall caused by a heavy vehicle to be 
repaired. 

The Hub requires a further six-week clo¬ 
sure for a new roof. 

The cost of the road closure, about £900, 
is being met by insurers. 

Bus routes through the town are also af¬ 
fected (see page 7).

Lyme man faces 
deportation after 
sexual assault case 

A LYME Regis resident is facing deportation after 
he was jailed for more than four years having 
been found guilty of sexual offences. 

Mustapha Jallow, a 27-year-old Gambian na¬ 
tional whose address was given at 22 King's Way, 
was found guilty of sexually assaulting a woman 
and 15-year-old girl following a trial at Dorch¬ 
ester Crown Court. 

Jallow was also convicted of two offences of 
sexual activity with a child relating to a 14-year- 
old girl. 

The sexual assaults involved two seperate inci¬ 
dents last summer. 

The younger victim told the court that she was 
at Jallow's home when the defendant ap¬ 
proached her and rubbed himself against her 
before attempting to sexually touch her over her 
clothing.

BRIDPORT artist Chris Day went to school in 
Exeter where he was inspired by his art 
teacher, Peter Thursby. 

Then, 36 years later, Chris opened his own 
gallery. The Pierrepoint Gallery. 

Chris' interim years between school and the 
gallery were spent in the farming and the IT in¬ 
dustries. But, the arts remained an abiding in¬ 
terest and his business career allowed him to 
indulge in a small collection of paintings as 
well as sponsoring theatre and music. 

Here Chris explains the connection between 
a notorious hangman and his business, his fu¬ 
ture plans for Pierrepoint gallery and his love 
of art. 


■ WHERE did the name The Pierrepoint Gallery 
come from? 

I was desperately trying to come up with a name that was 
a little bit different and yet had a link with Bridport. In a 
chance conversation with Fido May I asked him if he had 
any ideas. In a flash he said ‘Bridport, Rope, hangman’s 
noose, Pierrepoint the hangman used Bridport Rope, you 
hang paintings, call it The Pierrepoint Gallery’ and that 
was that, brilliant. Thank you Fido. 

■ SO why did you set it up? 

A series of circumstances, not all good, lead me to Brid¬ 
port. Lots of people find themselves living in Bridport 
and then wonder how it happened. It’s as though Bridport 
makes the decision for them. I had planned a gallery and 
framing business elsewhere. The right premises were for 
sale and here I am. 

■ THIS is the gallery's 10th year what's the key to 
your success? 

Success is relative in the art business. As any artist will 
tell you. You have to love it first and I do. Perhaps my 
enthusiasm rubs off on people when they visit the 
gallery. I am convinced that it takes a long time to create 
a respected gallery. You just have to be there year in year 
out and have consistent quality. I absolutely depend on 
return customers and they in turn depend on me to be 
there and to be consistent. The gallery is a destination 
for many visitors to the town. 

■ WHAT'S next for the gallery? 

Well I am planning a number of events for this 10th year 
so keep an eye on Facebook. There will be exhibitions 
and special features for those gallery artists who have 



been with me since the beginning starting with John 
Walker exhibition at Easter as well as a couple of more 
recent introductions for example Daniel Glover and 
Philippa Goold. I shall also be publishing a catalogue 
with the gallery ‘Premier Selection’ of perhaps 25 paint¬ 
ings. 

■ HAS Bridport changed much in the last 10 years 

It is quite extraordinary how much has changed in 10 
years. It is an amazing town full of enterprising, kind and 
happy people. It was like that before I came here and is 
even more so now. 
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■ WHAT is your favourite spot in Dorset? 

We are spoilt for choice in West Dorset in particular so I 
am going to cheat and name two places. In town it is 
South Street. It is such a pleasure and privilege to look 
at, live in and be part of. Where else in the world can you 
have such a choice - good eating, three bookshops, a cin¬ 
ema, Arts Centre, three galleries, several places to feed 
your spiritual needs - the list goes on. Incredible. Out of 
town then take me to Eggardon Hill. I can see the world 
from there, breathe freely, feel the history and get every¬ 
thing into perspective. 

■ WHAT are your plans for the future? 

Well the future started last year. The plans are to do more 
with the premises and phase one was the new tenant in 
the shop at the front. Rosie Shelton’s Bridport Yarn is a 
great success. Phase two and three go together. I want to 
turn another building into a bigger and better gallery and 
use the existing gallery space and courtyard as a cafe. 
These are quite profound changes, but I know that they 
will add a lot this end of South Street. 


■ IF I could invite any three people for dinner who 
would they be? 

Leonardo da Vinci, Picasso and David Hockney. 


■ WHO is your favourite artist of all time? 

Picasso. He broke the mould and changed himself and 
the world fundamentally - and I like his paintings.

The second offence involved a 21 -year-old woman, 
who claimed Jallow had grabbed her breasts and 
touched himself in front of her. 

The two sexual activity with child charges related 
to allegations that Jallow had sexual intercourse 
with a 14-year-old girl between January 2008 and 
2009. 

Jallow admitted that he had had sex with the vic¬ 
tim but claimed he believed she was 18. However, 
jurors heard evidence during the trial that the de¬ 
fendant knew she was 14. 

Judge Roger Jarvis sentenced Jallow to three years 
in prison for the charges of sexual activity with a 
child and a further one year and two months for the 
sexual assaults. 

Judge Jarvis also recommended Jallow for depor¬ 
tation, a decision that will go before the Secretary of 
State, and ordered that he be placed on the Sex Of¬ 
fenders' Register for life.

Corinthian rowers have less than 1,000 miles to go

THE brave Corinthain rowers from Lyme Regis have less 
than 1,000 miles to go in the tough Atlantic Challenge. 

When the View From Lyme Regis went to press on 
Tuesday, the team had just 687 nautical miles to cover 
before completing the 3,000 mile Atlantic Challenge, 
which they started at the beginning of December. Cur¬ 
rently in seventh place out of 11 remaining teams, it is 
expected they will arrive at the finishing line in Barba¬ 
dos next week. 

Team member Brian Fletcher has posted a blog to 
supporters on their website, www.spiritofcorinth.co.uk 

He wrote: "After nearly five weeks at sea, we thought 
we'd better write something about our trip before it's 
over! I think the downside of being the oldest crew ever 
to attempt this is that none of us are keen on sitting in 
front of the computer in our rest periods, so most of our 
communication has been about weather and route. 

"Henry (Barlow) has constantly passed on the mes¬ 
sages of support, and we are incredibly grateful to our 
families, friends, supporters, and followers. Your sup¬ 
port and messages are keeping us going, so please 
keep sending them.

"We have had some tough times during the voyage, 
especially with the autohelm breaking so early on and 
having to hand steer. The weather has also been chal¬ 
lenging with consistent high winds and seas, but we 
are coping well, and working really well as a team. No 
one has missed their session on the oars despite some 
illness, salt sores, cuts and bruises, and general tired¬ 
ness. 

"As I write this we are about 880 nautical miles from 
the finish and the first thoughts of a cold beer on the 
beach at Barbados are starting to creep in! We are stay¬ 
ing focused on the task in hand and not getting com¬ 
placent. 

"Anyway that's all for now, better get back on the oars! 
Thanks again to all our supporters, and hopefully see 
you all soon." 

On Monday the team reported on Twitter that they 
had had a successful 24 hours of rowing covering a con¬ 
siderable distance, as two were able to row at once, 
which they are not able to do often due to problems 
with their autohelm.

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Seaside huts selling 
for almost £30k on 
Monmouth Beach

A BEACH hut bonanza is the latest hous¬ 
ing hike to hit Lyme Regis, with seaside 
sheds selling for as much as almost 
£30,000. 

With Lyme’s house prices already 40 
per cent above the national average, now 
the big money is chasing a room with a 
view - and pretty much little else - on 
Monmouth Beach. 

One hut, which has the distinction of 
coming with a parking space, has just sold 
for £29,500. 

The hut, advertised on the internet as 
36b “Western Beach”, is 200 metres from 
the nearest toilet - a public toilet - and 
two metres from a tap. Its facilities in¬ 
clude a floor, a calor gas stove but no 
fridge. 

Lor the astounding price the new buyer 
has an unrestricted view of the pebbled 
Monmouth Beach and sea, making it ide¬ 
ally placed for fossil-hunters keen to trek 
west in search of an ammonite. 

And the luxury purchase comes with its 
own ghost, according to some, as the site 
is very close to where the Lyme martyrs 
were hanged, drawn and quartered after

the Monmouth Rebellion. 

The beach hut, sold by a woman from 
Honiton, has the proportions of a small gar¬ 
den shed - measuring nine feet deep and 
seve feet wide. It was made by Groves 
Nurseries of Bridport. 

On their website, Groves list their largest 
10 feet by 12 feet garden shed, with floor¬ 
ing, as costing £2,243. 

Closer to the Cobb, on what may be inch- 
for-inch Lyme’s most expensive row, local 
estate agents Palmer Snell are selling an¬ 
other hut, without parking, for £25,000.

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Looking at the future of arts in Lyme Regis 

Councillors discuss recommendations made for town's artistic venues and groups in £5,800 report 


T OWN councillors 

have discussed their 
priorities for sup¬ 
porting arts activities in 
Lyme Regis over the next 
five to 10 years. 

The discussion came after 
receiving the Lyme Regis 
Arts Infrastructure Review, 
a £5,800 report commis¬ 
sioned by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and the town 
council to give a “clear di¬ 
rection” on supporting the 
arts in the future, which op¬ 
posed the “shrinking public 
funding” for the arts. 

The report was made up 
of surveys of arts provision 
by not-for-profit, independ¬ 
ent and commercial organ¬ 
isations and artists, surveys 
of arts venues and inter¬ 
views with strategic organ¬ 
isations, concluding with a 
number of recommenda¬ 
tions for the two authorities 
to take forward. 

The town council held a 
special meeting of the 
Community Development 
Partnership Committee 
specifically to discuss the 
report. 

District councillor Daryl 
Turner said the report had 
come about after he queried 
why Lyme Regis received 
little funding for the arts 
compared to towns such as 
Dorchester and Sherborne. 
He added: “Once we have 
agreed parts of it we can

take it back to West Dorset 
and work together on it.” 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said he was concerned that 
the recommendations in the 
report did not highlight the 
imbalance of funding for 
Lyme Regis or the extent to 
which the town council and 
other local bodies sup¬ 
ported the arts activities. 

He said: “To accept this 
sends a message to West 
Dorset that the town coun¬ 
cil and other bodies are 
enough. We need to high¬ 
light the fact that it is about 
time we got our fair share 
of funding.” 

Councillor Gage added 
that the report painted an 
“overly rosy picture of 
Lyme Regis”. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell said: “That was my 
concern from the begin¬ 
ning; that it would paint a 
rosy picture of Lyme and 
that would be a reason not 
to fund the town. I’m not 
saying that’s what the dis¬ 
trict council is doing but it 
was just my concern.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
said the only thing that 
needed funding in the town 
for the arts was the Marine 
Theatre. He added: “The 
one thing we don’t want to 


do at the moment is accept 
this as it is. We should pre¬ 
empt anything we say with 
we want funding for our 
arts facilities, particularly 
for the Marine Theatre.” 

Speaking in the public 


forum, former councillor 
Stan Williams, who is 
chairman of the Woodmead 
Halls Management Com¬ 
mittee, said he could help 
with any questions the re¬ 
port raised about the venue. 

He added: “The report 
says we should do our best 
to provide facilities and the 


Woodmead Halls does this. 
In the past 12 years under 
my chairmanship, we have 
pulled the halls from next 
to nothing.” 

Mr Williams argued that 
it was “unreasonable” that 
the halls received no fund¬ 
ing in last year’s local 
grants applications, adding: 


“My committee is getting 
pretty sick that we get 
nothing for the Woodmead 
Halls.” 

After going through the 
recommendations one-by- 
one (see below), council¬ 
lors decided to receive the 
report, rather than adopt it, 
and work with West Dorset 


on the recommendations. 

This meant they did not 
necessarily agree with all 
the proposals and were still 
open to asking for addi¬ 
tional funding for arts ac¬ 
tivities in the town. 

Councillor Lovell said he 
did not want to see anyone 
going down the route of ac¬ 


cepting the report, using 
officer time and then 
“being left up the creek 
without a paddle”, as he 
said the Marine Theatre 
had done in the past. He ab¬ 
stained from voting, along 
with Councillors Terry 
O’Grady and Ann Brad¬ 
bury. 


RECOMMENDATIONS AND DISCUSSION 


I The key venues in Lyme Regis focus on their 
strengths: Marine Theatre - presentation of 
public performances and workshops. Town Mill - 
presentation of visual arts and crafts and a heritage 
venue. Museum - town's heritage including it artis¬ 
tic heritage, Woodmead Halls - community re¬ 
source for arts and other activities. The Hub - 
children's activities, including art. 

Councillor Gage said it was important to clarify the 
roles of the venues but Councillor Turner argued that 
the council could not tell the venues what activities 
they could and could not host. 

2 High quality arts facilities/equipment be in¬ 
stalled at each venue 

This recommendation raised questions over the 
council's local grants applications system and council¬ 
lors agreed that the way in which they decide on 
grants for groups should be revisited. 

3 Arts venues become more energy efficient 

Councillor Turner used the Woodmead Halls as an 
example of what could be done to make venues more 
energy efficient. 


4 


Arts organisations become more effective - 
they should each develop the necessary skills 


to support their activities, and arts and culture or¬ 
ganisations and venues should work together for 
future development, which Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust has offered to lead through meetings. 

Referring to the council's previous discussions on set¬ 
ting up a Local Community Support Group, in which 
local organisations would be invited to share advice 
and skills, Councillor Campbell said: "This is exactly 
what I envisaged in bringing together people with ex¬ 
pertise and it's nice to see it has been strengthened in 
this report." 

Councillor Gage said he thought the council should 
support the development trust meetings and encour¬ 
age organisations to work together. 

5 Key venues and their users gain a better mutual 
understanding by holding meetings together 

Councillor Owen Lovell said the council should urge 
venues to do this, as listening to the users could help 
to save money. 

6 The town and district councils support arts and 
cultural organisations to develop their artistic 
programme, membership and audiences 

The Marine Theatre works to regain and nur- 
" ture the confidence of its two current funders. 


the town council and district council, by putting in 
place and implementing realistic plans to support 
the future of the organisation 

Councillor Gage expressed concern over the wording 
of this recommendation. He said: "I wasn't aware that 
the theatre had lost the confidence of its funders. It's 
the only statement like that in what is otherwise a very 
neutral report. Who is telling them that they have lost 
the confidence? 

"Other than the opening sentence I have no problem 
with it. They seem like sensible things to be doing." 

Councillor Turner pointed out that the theatre 
trustees had missed their deadline for identifying and 
costing out urgent capital works to the building, which 
was December 31 st. He also asked whether councillors 
should be giving the theatre a final date of when they 
would stop their funding. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin assured councillors that the 
trustees had been putting in extra hours to complete 
these costings and Councillor Gage also spoke in sup¬ 
port of them. 

It was decided that the town clerk would speak to 
the trustees to find out at what stage they were at and 
come back to either the Strategy and Policy Commit¬ 
tee, or arrange a special meeting to specifically discuss 
issues with the theatre.

Who wants the jet 
ski trial and why? 


■ ACCORDING to the leader of WDDC we are going to 
have up to 20 PWCs (a term covering jet skis and similar 
craft) operating from both West Bay and Lyme Regis 
through the summer. 

I have asked him why this decision has been made but 
have not received an answer. He hasn’t answered any of 
the other questions that I have asked either. He has said 
that all views and comments will be taken into account 
during the trial period although he has not explained how 
they will be collected. But do we really need a trial to 
know that jet skis go fast and make a noise and, not un¬ 
naturally, attract people who enjoy speed and noise? 

At least initially the chairman of the district council ac¬ 
knowledged public concern about the issue and suggested 
an open meeting before the summer. She has now 
changed her mind and feels that discussion should take 
place after the trial. 

I still don’t know why WDDC is so keen on pursuing 
this issue when it is so clearly against the interests of the 
majority of residents who value the peace and beauty of 


our local coastline. Why are they reluctant to ask the peo¬ 
ple who elect them what their views are? 

We don’t know very much about the reasoning behind 
the decision but what we do know is that the council em¬ 
ployee who is behind it said “given that the demand we 
have from PWCs is not great, there is no significant pres¬ 
sure to bring this policy change in.” So, it appears that 
the leisure and tourism manager for West Dorset (and 
Weymouth) has prompted a policy change when there 
was no pressure to do so. Surely we are entitled to under¬ 
stand the reasoning and why the WDDC has approved 
the change. 

I believe that neither the local community nor the ma¬ 
jority of visitors want to see and hear jet skis from our 
beaches and cliff paths. Unless WDDC can produce a 
compelling argument why this trial should go ahead then 
it should be abandoned until a proper consultation process 
has been carried out.

West Dorset 'coming back for more' 


■ IN 2000, Lyme Regis Town Council found that the cost 
of operating the Tourist Information Centre (TIC), as well 
as funding the Marine Theatre, was becoming difficult to 
maintain, especially as West Dorset were fully funding all 
the other TICs in the district. 

We felt that we had already paid for ours within our coun¬ 
cil tax and were, in effect, paying twice. 

Two senior West Dorset officers came to meet Lyme Regis 
councillors and made it abundantly clear that while they 
would reluctantly take over the TIC operation they would 
require “quid pro quo”; this transpired to be an extension on 
their lease of the Monmouth Beach car park until March 
31st 2016, five years rent free at the TIC and a £3,000 per 


year payment towards the Monmouth Beach toilets. The 
lease was finally agreed at an extra six years, ending on 
March 31st 2012. 

Lyme Regis town council took responsibility for the Ma¬ 
rine Parade toilets last year and funds the public toilets at 
the Woodmead Hals. I don’t believe that any other parish or 
town does the same. Now, just like Oliver, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council are coming back for more. Is this to pay for the 
new Dorchester offices, the library, new leisure centre or the 
swimming pool?

Lyme Matters

T HIS week I have 
taken the unusual 
step of refusing to 
publish a press release 
from Lyme Regis Town 
Council. 

The Lyme council gets 
more comprehensive 
coverage of its delibera¬ 
tions than any other au¬ 
thority of its size I can 
think of and because of 
this they don’t send out 
too many press state¬ 
ments. 

When they do, it is 
usually to promote a 
new initiative or event 
and the local newspa¬ 
pers invariably publish 
them. 

On this occasion, how¬ 


ever, I believe the con¬ 
tent of the statement to 
be undemocratic. 

Following our front 
page story two weeks 
ago in which the coun¬ 
cil’s longest serving 
member, Owen Lovell, 
questioned the council’s 
budget for the 2012-2013, 
suggesting there was 
enough fat to be able to 
reduce the town council 
precept (the amount of 
money allocated from 
the council tax to bal¬ 
ance the local budget) 
by ten per cent. 

Councillor Lovell 
highlighted a number of 
possible savings, includ¬ 
ing councillors’ ex¬ 


penses, staff training and 
the mayor’s allowance. 

He made his comments 
in the democratic arena - 
a meeting of the council 
open to public and press. 

Councillor Owen’s com¬ 
ments won litle support 
(something the longer- 
serving councillors are 
having to get used to). 


Former mayor Michaela 
Ellis gave her backing, 
referring to what she 
considered was un- 
neceesary expenditure in 
the appointment of a new 
works manager on a 
salary of £22,500. 

In reporting this de¬ 
bate, the View made a 
couple of silly errors 


which we corrected in 
last week’s issue. In our 
defence, we did try to 
check the facts with the 
town clerk who was not 
available due to illness 
and we got swallowed up 
in the New Year dead¬ 
lines. 

I supported Councillor 
Lovell’s view in this col¬ 


umn as I thought it would 
be good for the town 
council to be seen to be 
reducing their costs in 
these difficult economic 
times, with the district 
and county councils hav¬ 
ing been forced to by gov¬ 
ernment. 

The only response to 
Councillor Lovell’s com¬ 
ments came from the 
Mayor, Sally Holman, 
who said she was keen to 
make sure a sum for staff 
training was kept in the 
budget. 

Neither the town clerk 
nor Councillor Mark 
Gage, who led the budget 
discussions as chairman 
of the Strategy and Policy 
Committee, challenged 
Councillor Lovell. 

After the meeting, the 
council sent a press re¬ 
lease to the View drawing 
attention to “errors and 
ommissions” in our story. 

The statement then 
went on to challenge the 
points made by Council¬ 
lor Lovell. 

If the rest of the council 
were unhappy with Coun¬ 
cillor Lovell’s statement, 
his comments should 
have been challenged in 
public at the meeting, ei¬ 
ther by the town clerk or 


the chairman of Strat¬ 
egy and Policy. 

With the exception of a 
period when I worked in 
London I have covered 
the affairs of the former 
borough and current 
town councils for nearly 
40 years. I cannot re¬ 
member another occa¬ 
sion when a councillor’s 
comments in the council 
chamber were ignored 
and then challenged in a 
press statement. 

I have spoken to a 
number of former coun¬ 
cillors and to Councillor 
Lovell about this course 
of action. All of them 
agree that this is not the 
way local democracy 
works. 

The fear here is that 
the new council know 
they have the majority 
and therefore do not be¬ 


lieve it is essential such 
matters need discussion 
in public. If that is the 
case, it’s a very danger¬ 
ous road to go down. 

I have informed the 
town clerk that I will be 
happy to publish the full 
statement if it is read 
out at a council meeting 
which will allow the 
matter to be debated. 

Councillor Lovell has 
now left for a long- 
planned three-month 
cruise around the 
world. 

Tucked into his pocket 
when he left was a state¬ 
ment which he prepared 
for publication had I de¬ 
cided to publish the 
council pree release. 

It was one of the most 
caustic responses I have 
seen so we may not have 
heard the last of this. 


An oarsome achievement! 


I HAVE to admit that I have been totally ob¬ 
sessed with the progress of our Corinthian 
rowers currently on the last leg of their mag¬ 
nificent achievement in crossing the At¬ 
lantic. 

Since the very first day in December when 
they set out on their epic 2,500 nautical-mile 
journey from the Canary Islands to the West 
Indies, I've hardly been able to go an hour or 
two without checking on their progress. First 
thing in the morning and last thing at night, 


and several times during the day, I log onto 
the Talisker Whisky Atlantic Challenge web¬ 
site to check on their porgress. 

The fact that the Spirit of Corinth led the 
field in the first couple of days made it all the 
more exciting. At the time of writing, the 
oarsome foursome are in seventh place out 
of a remaining field of 11 (six have dropped 
out) with just 687 miles left. 

To put this in perspective, more people 
have been in space and climbed Everest 


than have rowed across the Atlantic and the 
fact the Corinthians have a combined age of 
226, being the oldest team in the race, 
makes their feat so much more amazing. 

A right royal welcome awaits Chris Walters, 
Elliott Dale, Tony Short and Brian Fletcher on 
their return later this month and I hope that 
in this Olympian year we will really roll out 
the red carpet for them when they arrive 
back on terra firma in Lyme.

ANNUAL REPORT 


A T the start of the New Year, I am reporting on my 
activities in 2011 as your constituency MP. 

We are lucky to have a much lower rate of unemploy¬ 
ment here than almost anywhere else in the country. 
Nevertheless, I have found myself increasingly involved 
in helping young people find jobs, and others in the 
public, private and voluntary sectors who are taking very 
welcome steps to provide the training and opportunities 
that young people need. 

The foundation of the jobs club in Dorchester was a 
highlight - and I look forward to helping with the 
creation of further jobs clubs. I have also been 
delighted to see the way in which our three colleges - 
Yeovil, Weymouth and Kingston Maurward - have been 
moving forward, and I am glad to have played a small 
part in helping BLAST (a remarkable local charity for 
young people) to found with Yeovil College a splendid 
new skills training centre in Bridport. 

One theme that has been constant is the need for high 
speed rural broadband - and I am delighted that we are 
now moving firmly towards a full-scale roll out of high 
speed broadband in West Dorset on the basis of 
co-operation between the County Council and central 
government. 

Next year, the Olympics at Weymouth offer the prospect 
of a boost for the businesses which depend in one way 
or another on tourism - but we are now engaged in a 
rearguard action to keep the Search and Rescue 
helicopter at Portland. I am just about to have meetings 
jointly with the MP for South Dorset in order to lobby 
the Department for Transport about this. 


Two similar topics have arisen in the second half of 2011 
- preserving outpatient services at our community 
hospitals, and ensuring that there is proper inpatient 
provision for mental health. I am optimistic that we will 
succeed in obtaining a new set of contracts to ensure 
that the outpatient services remain in our community 
hospitals. 

Following a series of meetings with users of the mental 
health service and supporters, I am now engaged in 
ensuring that people can recuperate from mental illness 
in an appropriate environment without having to travel 
large distances. 

As every year, I have had a large number of approaches 
from parish councils, community groups, schools and 
individual constituents - each raising particular 
problems. I have been able to contribute to the solution 
of some of these - helping Thomas Hardye School to 
become an academy, helping to raise funds for a range 
of community groups, helping several parish councils 
with the preparations for neighbourhood planning, and 
helping individuals to deal with various bureaucracies. 
One of the most satisfying aspects of constituency work 
is the moment when a particular bureaucracy unblocks 
a blockage and commonsense is allowed to prevail. 

But local people do not just have problems. I continue 
to be impressed by the remarkable range of enterprise, 
goodwill, neighbourliness and voluntary activity in West 
Dorset. This is a part of the world that continues to be 
blessed not only by its natural environment and archi¬ 
tectural heritage but also by the energy and spirit of its 
people. 

It only remains for me to wish all my constituents a 
successful New Year.

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Improved recycling 
services likely in 2014 


LYME Regis residents will be in¬ 
troduced to a new waste and recy¬ 
cling system in 2014, after West 
Dorset district councillors ap¬ 
proved the Dorset-wide service. 

The new service could save the 
district council £304,977 a year 
and increase the recycling rate 
from 35 per cent to 65 per cent. 

The move to change waste and 
recycling services in 2014 was 
backed yesterday by councillors at 
a meeting of the full council. They 
also agreed that an “extensive 
communication and engagement 
exercise with residents” must be 
carried out. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West 
Dorset District Council, said: “I 
am glad we have taken a signifi¬ 
cant step towards introducing a 
Dorset-wide waste and recycling 
service which will save money 
and help people recycle more rub¬ 
bish. 

“It is an important decision be¬ 
cause the economic situation has 
changed. 

“The district council’s funding 
from central government has been 
cut by 25 per cent - a huge reduc¬ 
tion. 

“We must save money to protect 
frontline services and keep our 
council tax one of the lowest in 


the country. 

“The environmental benefits 
will be great. We will be able to 
offer residents a new weekly food 
recycling service and a plastic re¬ 
cycling service, which lots of peo¬ 
ple have asked for. 

“There will also be a new op¬ 
tional, chargeable, service avail¬ 
able to collect garden waste, 
further reducing the amount sent 
to landfill.” 

The new service will be run by 
the Dorset Waste Partnership, 
which West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil has signed up to join in April 
2013. 

The Dorset-wide waste and re¬ 
cycling service will provide resi¬ 
dents with a weekly food waste 
collection, a fortnightly recycling 
collection of glass, card, paper, 
plastics, batteries, tins and cans; 
and a fortnightly collection of left¬ 
over non-recyclable waste to go to 
landfill. Residents will also be of¬ 
fered a fortnightly charged garden 
waste collection service. 

Residents will also be given 
wheelie bins, which reduce mess 
and problems caused by seagulls 
and other animals. 

They are easier and safer to push 
and pull around than black rub¬ 
bish sacks. 


Residents will be given a seven- 
litre food waste kitchen caddy, a 
lockable food waste container 
which can be kept outside (col¬ 
lected weekly), a 140-litre 
wheeled bin for non-recyclable 
landfill rubbish (collected fort¬ 
nightly), a 240-litre wheeled bin 
for recycling (collected fort¬ 
nightly) and a 55-litre recycling 
box for glass (collected fort¬ 
nightly). 

In certain circumstances com¬ 
munal bins may be provided for 
residents living in flats and special 
arrangements may be made for 
residents who cannot store 
wheelie bins. 

• Dorset residents threw away 
more than 82,428 tonnes of rub¬ 
bish last year. 

Every household sent more than 
425 kg to landfill, the same weight 
as six washing machines. 

The Government charges coun¬ 
cils more money every year to 
send rubbish to landfill, so if recy¬ 
cling rates do not improve costs 
will rise.

Last Pharaoh lecture at 
Dorset County Museum 

PHARAOH: King of Egypt, the current blockbuster exhibi¬ 
tion at Dorset County Museum, has achieved record visitor 
numbers and much local and national acclaim since it 
opened in October last year. 

Now is the last chance to come to a lecture relating to 
one of the themes in the exhibition. 

On Thursday, January 19th at 7pm, Margaret Maitland of 
the British Museum will be talking on the subject of Fallen 
Pharaohs: Egypt's Civil War and Cultural Renaissance. 

At the time of the pyramids, the pharaohs were consid¬ 
ered to be all-powerful and divinely-appointed, but when 
the country fell into civil war, Egypt was forced to reassess 
the role of the king. Originally characterised as a dark age, 
the civil war may have actually fostered greater social mo¬ 
bility and literacy leading to a flourishing of great literature 
and art. These complex, nuanced works of poetry and 
sculpture depict the king for the first time not as a semi-di¬ 
vine warrior, but simply as a fallible, conflicted man. Al¬ 
though this era, the Middle Kingdom, is one of the least 
well-known periods of Egyptian history today, the Egyp¬ 
tians themselves viewed it as a Golden Age. 

Margaret Maitland is Trainee Curator in Egyptology & Ar¬ 
chaeology for the British Museum Future Curators Pro¬ 
gramme at Newcastle's Great North Museum: Hancock.

In Sams's story, the bitter supernatural war between The Tempest's Prospero and 
his nemesis, the sorceress Sycorax, is interrupted by a quartet of unexpected island 
visitors: the four lovers from A Midsummer Night's Dream, whose honeymoon 
cruise has ended in a shipwreck. The ensuing conflicts and romantic entangle¬ 
ments also involve Prospero's daughter Miranda, Sycorax's monstrous son Caliban, 
the shipwrecked prince Ferdinand, the air spirit Ariel, and Neptune, king of the 
undersea world.

DIRECT from California, USA, Grandpa Banana ap¬ 
pears at Charlton Down Village hall on Wednesday. 
February 1st. 

Banana was the founder member of the leg¬ 
endary San Francisco Bay area folk rock band The 
Youngbloods.The band's classic recording'GetTo¬ 
gether'sold over one million copies cracking the 
U.S. top 5 achieving gold record status in 1969. Get 
Together was later featured on the soundtrack in 
the film Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas. The Young¬ 
bloods disbanded in 1973, and Banana started a 
solo career performing his own brand of Californ¬ 
ian roots Americana. This gig is part of an extensive 
European solo tour to showcase Banana's new 
album Even Grandpas Get The Blues. The album

In December a report 
highlighted the extent of domestic violence even among 
the elderly in the UK. In the workplace, bullying has 
reached epidemic proportions nationally, with court 
cases prompting compensation payments of up to £1 m 
in the last few years. Many cases end not in court but in 
school refusal, sick leave, depression and even suicide. 

Bullies often emerge in school, and grow into an adult 
culture that routinely picks on women, gays, non-white 
people and those who have disabilities or are 'outsiders' 
in any way. 

North Country tells the story of Josie (CharlizeTheron), 
who flees a violent marriage and returns to her home 
town in North Minnesota where she takes what is seen 
as a 'man's job' in an opencast mine. She and her female 
colleagues suffer routine harassment, and the intimida¬ 
tion gets worse when she stands up to it. The true story 
behind the film finally led to a landmark law suit and the 
first US legislation against sexual harassment. 

The film looks at the issues raised by bullying and 
shows that sometimes justice can be won.

Gone In 60 Seconds - Eleanor movie 
car to go under the hammer 

ONE OF the most famous movie cars in the world is to be sold by COYS the international 
car auctioneers at the Autosport International show in Birmingham on Saturday January 
14th and it could go for as much as £100,000. 

The star of the 1974 film'Gone in 60 Seconds'was undoubtedly the 1973 Ford Mustang 
Mach 1 named Eleanor. When the producers of the 2000 remake were looking for a car to 
feature in a climactic chase sequence, another mustang was the natural choice. In order to 
stand out amongst the array of exotic sports cars also featuring in the movie, it was decided 
that the Mustang would need to be something special. 

Famed Hot Rod illustrator Steve Stanford was enlisted to create a 1967 Mustang GT500 
and former Boyd Coddington designer Chip Foose was hired by the production company to 
turn Stanford's work into a reality. 

Working from Stanford's drawings with Ray Claridge of Cinema Vehicle Services in North 
Hollywood, wings with new wider wheel arches, a bonnet with a prominent bulge, a deep 
front valance and side skirts and a spoiler incorporated into the boot lid were designed. 
PIAA lights were installed in both the nose and tail and a distinctive billet grille was specified. 
The Schmidt 17x8-inch wheels that finish off the cars external appearance were sourced 
while the interior was kept as a standard Shelby interior with a monster tachometer and a 
subtle roll hoop. 

Twelve cars were built in total, five of which were stunt cars that didn't survive the filming. 
The car being sold is one of the very small number that remain. 

More specifically, this is one of the three'hero'cars, built not just to be functional but 
also to be used for scenes involving the actors themselves. Designated number 7, this actual 
car would have been used for driving shots or, with a camera mounted, for dialogue or in¬ 
terior action shots featuring the actors. 

According to the supplied copy of the build sheet, in addition to the bodywork modifica¬ 
tions, the preparation of this particular 1967 Mustang fastback involved replacing the 289 
cubic inch V8 with a 351 cubic inch Ford Racing crate motor fitted with a'big'camshaft and 
700cfm Holley 4-barrel carburettor. Total Control Products lowered the suspension with coil 
over front suspension and Willwood disk brakes all round with 6 piston callipers on the front. 
Though not functional in the movie, the side exhausts were made functional by Cinema Ve¬ 
hicle Services when filming was completed. The Fuel Safe tank is filled through a Mach 1 
cap on the C-Pillar. 

'Eleanor'is essentially unchanged today from when she completed her starring role. In¬ 
stantly recognisable whether a movie aficionado or not, the Mustang is in very good con¬ 
dition overall. The paintwork, resplendent in metallic Grey with Black stripes, is in excellent 
condition. The interior is equally fine with carpets and seats clean and free from significant 
wear or damage. To say the engine sounds healthy would be an understatement. The side 
exit exhausts make a satisfying and potent rumble, which sets hairs on end. As seen in the 
movie, the switch to arm the Nitrous Oxide system and 'go baby go'switch on the gear lever 
are present and correct.

• Your cruising speed has a major impact on fuel econ¬ 
omy so stick to the speed limit. This offers a good com¬ 
promise between economy and getting somewhere. 
There's a significant saving made by doing 70 instead 
of 80 - and you avoid any risk of speeding fines. 

• Reverse into parking bays. If you do all the manoeu¬ 
vring with a hot engine you can drive straight off when 
you come back and warm the engine up more quickly. 

• Check your vehicle regularly to ensure it operates effi¬ 
ciently. In particular check the condition of your tyres, 
and measure tyre pressures when they're cold. 


Remove unnecessary weight, including roof racks, car 
clutter and heavy items in the boot.

Fleet sunk by Knight's hot shots 


Dorchester Town 3 Thurrock 0 - Att: 493 

DORCHESTER ensured Thurrock's revival did not start at The 
Avenue Stadium as they easily continued their own recovery 
that has seen just one Blue Square South defeat in their eleven 
games following the departure of Ashley Vickers in late Octo¬ 
ber. 

Thurrock, themselves under new management since the res¬ 
ignation of manager Robbie Garvey in early December, have 
signed several new players in a bid to end a run of eight de¬ 
feats in ten games that had brought them just four points, and 
following encouraging signs with a draw at home to league 
leaders Woking were looking for the change of fortune that 
would lift their chances. However the Magpies were alert to 
the situation and in no real mood to be the catalyst to any 
resurgence. 

On-loan Andrew White gave them a first-half lead and goals 
from the ever-improving Rico Wilson and new loanee Tom 
Nichols, signed from Exeter City the day before, completed a 
victory which was never in real doubt. 

Manager Alan Knight made one change to the starting line 
up against Salisbury City, with White replacing the injured Ben 
Dickenson who was carried off and will be out for an esti¬ 
mated five weeks with damaged ankle ligaments. 

Thurrock forced keeper Alan Walker-Harris into his only real 
save of the match in the second minute, when their most po¬ 
tent player Alex Osborn beat Jake Smeaton for pace before 
cutting inside Mark Jermyn and firing in a 20 yard shot that 
had the Magpies keeper diving low to his left to gather. 

From then on it was almost one way as Dorchester, with Nick 
Crittenden weaving his old magic, sent Thurrock into waves 
of panic. The former Glover had two early chances but failed 
to find the target; firstly firing over the top after the ball bob- 
bled at the vital moment when Wilson set him up after cleverly 
holding off a defender, before firing over again from the edge 
of the box. 

However he was spot on with his corner-kick that gave 
Dorchester the lead on 14 minutes. His dead ball kick found 
Nathan Walker unmarked beyond the far post who precisely 
headed the ball back into the danger area where White had 
the easy task of heading home from two yards. 

Walker then headed over from Steve Devlin's free-kick, 
whilst Thurrock's best response was a 25 yard shot from an¬ 
other former Glover Paul Terry which lacked both pace and di¬ 
rection. 

Devlin who is returning to the form that made him such a 
favourite with the fans at the end of last season then provided 
another superb free-kick which saw Jamie Gleeson's 15 yard 
shot kicked off the line by Fleet's captain Stuart Thurgood and 
Kyle Critchell's follow up parried by keeper Craig Holloway. 


Wilson then duped Holloway with a smart move but Thur¬ 
good blocked his shot at goal, before the keeper got the bet¬ 
ter of the striker when he saved at his feet after Crittenden had 
delivered a superb defence splitting pass. 

It seemed as if the Magpies must add to their lead before 
the break, such was their dominance, and they almost did 
when Holloway under pressure from Walker mishandled, but 
the big central defender's shot off balance struck the post. 

Thurrock must have felt it was not their day when they con¬ 
ceded again four minutes after the break. Ahmed Deen's goal- 
bound shot struck Osborn and was cleared by a relieved 
Magpies defence setting up a counter attack which saw Wil¬ 
son win his challenge with the outrushing Holloway on the 
corner of the penalty area before running the ball into an 
empty net. 

White then fired over from an angle after cutting inside

IT SOMETIMES appears that things conspire against you when 
your luck is out, and once again Bridport fans must have felt 
that after their side's performance had deserved at least a 
share of the spoils in this Toolstation Western League Premier 
game.

Busy week for Weymouth RFC 


I DECIDED to take the road to Dorchester on the first Saturday 
of the year to watch their league game against Corsham, and 
have been asked to convey best wishes to Dennis, long time 
touchline walker, and now in the local hospice, from all his 
chums who, like him, can no longer play the game. 

DORCHESTER 22 CORSHAM 8 

THE first few minutes of this Southern Counties league (South) 
encounter was spent in home territory and it was Corsham who 
had the chance to open the scoring but their penalty goal at¬ 
tempt after some five minutes play, went wide. 

It was in fact Dorchester who took the lead towards the end 
of the first quarter during what was really their first meaningful 
foray into their opponents' territory. They won a maul on the 
Corsham twenty two and put up what was, one thought, a 
rather speculative box kick. It paid dividends however for blind 
side winger Croft was well up, gathered the ball, wrong footed 
the defender and touched down five yards in from touch. 

The try remained unconverted and Corsham's response was 
immediate. Dorchester had won a free kick on halfway and 
opted for the scrum.They duly heeled the ball but some slack¬ 
ness at the base allowed the Corsham scrum worker to steal 
the ball and, with the defence out of position, run well over 40 
yards to score near the corner flag. This try too remained un¬ 
converted. 

The game continued with the visitors giving pretty much as 
good as they received but it was the home side who scored a 
try some five minutes before the break, and it was a good one. 
From inside their own half they sent the ball left. Croft made 
some useful ground before the play was switched and, with 
Corsham scurrying in defence, the ball was sent through sev¬ 
eral pairs of hands for blind side flanker Gower to get over in 
the corner. 

The extras were not added and, immediately afterwards, one 
of the Corsham locks went down with a suspected broken 
ankle. Not a pleasant happening that took the medical staff sev¬ 
eral minutes to deal with. 

With Corsham now having to regroup, the next few minutes 
belonged to the home side.They could not score however, hav¬ 
ing infringed close to their opponents, thus enabling them to 
kick clear. 

Halftime came with the scoreline standing at 10-5 in home 
favour and, while they had scored two good tries, I felt that they 
were a little fortunate to be ahead at this stage. 

Corsham started the second period well and their pressure 
was rewarded after five minutes when they kicked a penalty 
after Dorchester had infringed on their own twenty two and in 
front. They had another penalty opportunity also but chose to 
kick to the corner and were subsequently sent empty away. (I 
thought they should have taken the points and thus the lead). 

I did think that Corsham had the better of the third quarter 
marginally speaking but, on the hour, Dorchester attacked and, 
after a bout of pressure, scrum half Gower bundled his way over 
out wide. The conversion was missed but the score put some 
daylight between the sides. 

Dorchester then committed the cardinal sin of contriving to 
get offside at the restart and that allowed their opponents an 
attacking opportunity. 

The home pack had enjoyed an edge at the set scrums all 
game however, and it had increased after the loss of the Cor¬ 
sham lock. It stood them in good stead at this juncture and they 
were eventually able to turn over possession and kick upfield. 

They did mount a final attack and lock Broadbent galloped 


through a tiring Corsham defence to touch down the bonus 
point try. Bament, who had not had his best day with the boot, 
either from hand or tee, added the conversion with what was 
virtually the final kick of the game. 

It is perhaps a little churlish to carp at a bonus point win, but 
this was not one of Dorchester's better performances.True they 
had an edge at the set scrum but their eight did not perform 
too well in other ball winning disciplines, while overall they 
only played well in patches against a side who gave as good as 
they got for the majority of the game, and often a little better. 
Corsham will, if they maintain this form, certainly avoid relega¬ 
tion.

WHILE the final scoreline did not flatter the home side, it was 
certainly more decisive than the actual pattern of play sug¬ 
gested that it would be. 

The visitors responded to an early Biddle try by scoring a con¬ 
verted one of their own. The home side were conceding too 
many penalties at this stage and eventually lost a man to the 
bin.The visitors could not take advantage however and an op¬ 
portunist score by King regained the lead for the home side. 

Bowden got the next after some good play had threatened 
the visitors' line and, with the final play of the half, King crossed 
for his second to take his side clear at the halfway stage. 

Dorchester pulled away in the second-half. Congo showed 
good pace to get over from half way and, although a sin-bin¬ 
ning threatened to blight their progress, they coped for the 10 
minutes before Brookes got over for his final try for the club be¬ 
fore leaving the area. 

Dorchester were really on top now and halfbacks Seldon and 
Coles scored tries before the end. Ellingham and Ringwood had 
never given up and caught the home side napping before the 
whistle for no side when they tapped a penalty award close to 
the line and got over for a consolation try. 

PUDDLETOWN 10 OAKMEDIANS 2nd 36 

THIS Dorset & Wilts League Division Two (South) encounter 
took place in the presence of RFU President, Willie Wildash, and 
was certainly played in the right spirit.

First-half tries by Craig Barter, Sam Morris, Joe Wilson and Do¬ 


minic Sewell, one of which was converted by Sheppard, meant 
that the bonus point was in the bag by the interval. Salisbury 
did manage a couple of penalty goals during the first forty min¬ 
utes, but stilled trailed 22-6 at the halfway stage. 

The home side increased its lead soon after the break with a 
Adam Hoxey touchdown but suffered a double injury blow 
soon after when two players had to leave the field with shoul¬ 
der injuries.

BRIDPORT certainly have an opportunity to measure just how 
far they have progressed since the start of the season. They take 
on IVEL BARBARAINS at home and, coincidentally, I was present 
at the earlier fixture played at Yeovil.
